Orville Wright was compelled to listen 
to a needlessly emphasized eulogy of Langley’s work, when 
he was accepting the Langley medal in recognition of his own 
achievement. In short, the tactless attitude of the Institution 
authorities seemed to be an attempt to rob the Wrights’ work 
of some of its significance by emphasizing the prior effort 
of Langley. The Wright brothers would have been the last 
to deny Prof. Langley his honestly earned honors as an 
aviation pioneer and experimenter, but naturally they did 
not relish any attempt to belittle their own achievement, as 
the first human beings actually to navigate the air in con- 
trolled flight. As a result Orville Wright made his tem- 
porary bestowal of the historic plane in the British institu- 
tion. 

The Smithsonian Institution has recently given evi- 
dence of a desire to repair its former tactlessness and 
give the Wrights their unquestioned due as the actual 
fathers of human flight. It is to be hoped that the whole 
matter may soon be smoothed away, so that the primal 
airplane may be brought to this country where it belongs 
for eternal preservation among the great contributions of 
America to human progress.
